The  Guerilla  Theater  was  only  an 
appendage  of  the  newly  active  campus 
organization,  Spectrum. 

The  varied  spectrum  of  light  reflecting 
from  a glass  prism  could  well  describe  the 
equally  varied  activities  of  Spectrum. 

“We  have  two  purposes,”  said  the  group 
spokesman,  1)  ‘To  promote  a diversity  of 
opinion  that  we  feel  doesn’t  exist  here  on 
campus  and,  2)  to  take  the  students  off  the 
campus  and  into  the  community  into 
responsible  activities.” 

“EVERYONE  within  Spectrum  has  the 
right  to  form  a committee  to  study  a 
problem  and  to  present  that  problem  in 
their  own  chosen  way,”  explained  Litster. 
“Friday’s  theater  communicated  the  point 
of  view  of  the  sponsoring  commit  tee  ^not 
Spectrum.” 

Spectrum,  an  apparent  conglomeration 
of  committees  providing  an  arena  for 
development  of  views  may  prove  difficult 
to  disagree  with  because  “Spectrum  has  no 
point  of  view,”  said  Litster. 

“Within  Spectrum  there  is  room  for  a 
wide  scope  of  interest.  Anyone  with  special 
interests  can  Find  a medium  there,”  Litster 
explained. 

The  approximately  75  members  have 
already  found  “media”  for  diversified 
projects. 

They  include  a drive  to  register  low 
income  people  to  vote,  work  with  the 
Community  Action  Program,  a “Big 
Brother  and  Sister.  * jnpaign  which  takes 
children  of  low  income  families  on  weekly 
outings  and  a series  of  five  days  set  aside  to 
emphasize  various  social  problems.  The 
Fust  of  these  will  be  Ecology  Day,  Nov.  19 
featuring  speakers  from  Geneva  steel  and 
Kennecott  Copper  Corporation.

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Racial  tensions

BYU  is  being  caught  up  in  Black 
America’s  “fight  for  freedom”  because 
Blacks  see  it  as  a personification  of  White 
America,  ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton 
told  students  last  night  during  a 
“convocation”  of  the  student  body. 

“In  a sense  we  are  a surrogate  for  the 
larger  society.  Prejudice  is  not  an  easy 
thing  to  attack,  BUT  WE  ARE,  Walton 
said.  He  made  the  comments  after 
reviewing  the  tragic  history  of  blacks  in 
America  and  the  difficulties  they  have 
faced. 

Though  Walton  was  largely  sympathetic 
with  the  problems  of  the  Blacks,  he  said, 
“We  do  not  apologize  for  the  current 
doctrinal  practice  in  The  Church  which 
presently  withholds  the  Priesthood  from 
Blacks  of  African  lineage.” 

Walton  also  reviewed  the  recent  history 
of  demonstrations  against  BYU  for  its 
allegedly  racist  policies.  He  told  the  group 
of  about  500  students  the  University’s  PR 
programs  alone  will  not  solve  the  problems. 

He  then  confronted  proposals  for  a Black 
recruitment  and  development  program  at 
BYU  similar  to  the  program  now  in 
progress  for  American  Indians.  “I  can  claim 
no  credit  for  those  proposals.  I did  not 
make  them.  But  I have  considered  them,” 
Walton  stated. 

He  said  that  if  the  motives  behind  such 
proposals  are  done  in  hope  that  they  will 
stop  the  demonstrations,  “they  are 
justifiably  doomed  to  failure,”  but  if  they

come  from  a genuine  concern  for  Blacks 
“we  might  look  at  it  further.” 

Walton  liberally  sprinkled  his  speech 
with  quotations  from  many  sources 
including  the  First  Presidency  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  that  placed  responsibility  squarely 
on  the  shoulders  of  Church  members  to 
love  their  fellow  men  (including  Blacks) 
and  to  help  them. 

He  quoted  from  King  Benjamin’s  address 
to  his  people  recorded  in  Mosiah  4:15-18 
where  King  Benjamin  tells  them  they 
cannot  justify  refusing  to  help  their  fellow 
men  by  saying  ‘The  man  has  brought  upon 
himself  his  misery  . . .” 

Walton  announced  the  formation  of  a 
committee  “which  will  attempt  to  provide 
solid  information  regarding  this  topic  and 
allow  us  to  thereby  know  where  we  stand.” 

The  committee  will  include  Gary  Carver, 
Chairman  of  University  Standards;  Dr.  Jae 
R.  Bailiff  of  the  Physics  Dept.;  Dr.  F. 
Lamond  Tullis,  Prof,  of  Political  Science; 
and  students  Randy  Peterson,  Bill 
Fillmore,  Reed  Wilcox  and  Bruce  Barton. 

In  a question  and  answer  session  after  his 
speech  Walton  clarified  some  minor  points. 
He  also  told  one  student  who  asked  that  he 
had  given  a great  deal  of  prayer  to  his 
position  and  the  decisions  he  has  had  to 
make. 

Walton  said  he  could  not  answer  some 
questions  such  as  one  that  asked,  “Will  the 
University  be  afraid  to  expell  Black 
students  if  they  fail  to  meet  standards?”, 
and  said  others  would  be  answered  by  the 
committee,  which  was  set  up  for  those  very 
purposes.

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Sam  Francis  leads  harriers

At  6’5”  one  would  think  that 
lanky,  BYU  cross-country  ace 
Sam  Francis  would  make  good 
basketball  material.  In  a brief 
interview  with  the  Daily  Universe, 
Sam  explained  why  he  had  chosen 
the  grueling  sport  of  distance 
running. 

“My  father,  Sam  Francis  Sr., 
was  a great  basketball  player  in 
high  school,”  commented  Sam  Jr., 
“so  naturally  everyone  expected 
me  to  follow  in  his  footsteps.  But 
I lacked  co-ordination  and  agility 
and  never  could  make  first  string. 
Since  good  athletes  have  been  a 
tradition  in  my  family,” 
continued  Francis,  “I  wanted  very 
much  to  succeed  in  sports.  With  a 
little  persuasion  from  a friend,  I . 
decided  to  run  the  mile  on  the 
track  team  during  my  junior 
year.” 

It  didn’t  take  Sam  long  to 
establish  a name  for  himself.  In 
only  his  second  race  over  the  mile 
distance,  he  beat  the  cream  of 
Southern  California’s  distance 
runners  in  the  L.A.  Invitational 
indoor  race  recording  an  excellent 


4:20.5  clocking  in  the  process. 
Later  that  year  Sam  set  a school 
record  of  4:18.9  which  still 
stands. 

This  weekend  Sam,  along  with 
friendly  rival  and  teammate  David 
Hindley,  will  lead  BYU’s 
cross-country  team  in  defense  of 
their  Idaho  State  Invitational  title.

James  also  believes  that  both 
Francis  and  Hindley  are  capable 
of  breaking  the  course  record  at 
Pocatello.  The  record,  set  earlier 
this  year  by  Utah’s  Scott 
Bringhurst,  is  26:01  for  the  5.0 
mile  course. 

The  Cougars  will  receive  strong 


opposition  from  Montana,  ISU, 
Idaho,  Weber,  Montana  St.,  and 
Ricks. 

Following  the  ISU  meet',  the 
team  will  participate  in  the  Utah 
State  Invitational  in  Logan  before 
traveling  to  El  Paso  for  the 
Western  Athletic  Conference 
championships  at  UTEP.

Walton

A penny  just  isn’t  worth  what  it 
used  to  be.  Apparently  it’s  worth 
more. 

Or  so  thought  a handful  of  BYU 
students  scrambling  around 
campus  Tuesday  evening  in  a 
“bigger  and  better”  hunt  as  they 
clutched  their  pennv  to  trade  off. 

They  grabbed  ASBYU  President 
Brian  Walton,  who  was  tangling 
fervently  with  the  speech  he 
delivered  last  night  in  a student 
body  convocation. 

“I  was  just  working  in  my  office 
and  all  of  a sudden  I was  bought,” 
sputtered  Walton  after  he  had 
been  whisked  from  his  office  and 
into  the  Fox  Hall  basement  to  go 
before  the  judges. 

Competition  was  stiff.  Walton 
was  up  against  a shotput  ring,  a 
deer  head,  a lawn  mower,  a soft 
drink  bottle  from  Dr.  Hugh 
Nibley,  a bushel  of  plums  and  a 
bent  candle. 

When  the  BYU  Third  Ward 
bishopric  retired  from  their 
huddle  they  pegged  a typewriter 
as  the  most  valuable  item. 

“I’d  be  insulted,”  poked  one 
student  at  Walton. 

“That’s  all  right,  I’m  used  to 
it,”  he  shrugged. 

But  the  judges  came  back  to 
name  Walton  winner  of  the  most 
original  prize. 

And  student  body  president  left 
smiling,  one  penny  richer.

Mrs.  Dingwall’s  lecture  is  part  of 
the  program  sponsored  by  Arnold 
Air  Society,  a service  unit  of  BYU 
AFROTC,  to  encourage 


letter-writing  to  the  Hanoi 
government  protesting  their 
failure  to  comply  with  the  articles 
of  the  Geneva  Convention. 

The  North  Vietnamese 
government  signed  the  Geneva 
Convention  in  1957,  agreeing 
among  other  things  to 
immediately  identify  prisoners 
and  to  allow  communication 
between  prisoners  and  their 
families. 

Arnold  Air  Society  members  are 
available  at  a table  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  to  receive  and 
assist  in  writing  letters.  Letters 
may  also  be  mailed  to  the  North 
Vietnamese  Peace  Delegation,  c/o
